New class added; 
lab class revised 

For the first time a clerical lab for prospec- 
tive business employees was introduced. The 
lab gave the non-shorthand student an oppor- 
tunity to apply all former business training 
to a business-type situation. 

Nine girls enrolled in the two-hour secre- 
tarial lab. Three years of planned scheduling 
are necessary for this class. The course pre- 
pared future secretaries in business tech- 
niques. 

In other business classes, bookkeeping, 
business law, clerical records, sales, short- 
hand, and typing, pupils learned that patience 
and practice are two rules a business student 
never forgets.
